Behind the British Lines in France 
¡(Correspondence of the 
Associated 
re s s )— One of the G erm ans’ favorite 
devices for opposing British 
airm en 
on nig ht raids or reeonnaisances, is 
a barrag e of th e so-called “chain rock 
ets.” These consist of long chains 
of 
brilliantly luminous balls, 
of brig ht 
g reen color, which are sent upwards 
like sky rockets in string s of thirty or 
forty , and which hang suspended in 
th e sky for a considerable time, 
ap ­ 
parently for th e purpose of catching 
th e airplane and setting fire to it. 
The rockets must be driven up with 
trem endous force, probably from 
a 
g un, for th ey rise to a heig ht of p er­ 
il a p s 10,000 feet, and can be placed 
with g reat accuracy . The fireballs ap­ 
pear to be about a foot in diameter. 
As they rise they are often caug ht by 
th e wind, and assume most beautiful 
!curves. Sometimes the whole line top­ 
ples and turns before tt vanishes, for 
a few m om ents floating like a row of 
strang e g reen Japanese lanterns. It 
is supposed th a t the balls are 
sup ­ 
ported in the air by small parachutes.

inner circles of the British govern­ 
ment, “ the cabinet begins by hearing 
reports as to the progress of the war 
since the preceding day .

general questions of policy , it 
then 
proceeds to deal with 
the questions 
awaiting its decision. As these ques­ 
tions in the vast majority of rases 
affect one or more of the adm inistra­

are permitted 
to 
bring with thpm to the cabinet m eet­

Railroads Was Primitive in 
the Lxtrcme. 


The history of railway operation In 
Hiis country off' rs m anj curious and 
interesting details. 
Am >ng them none 
are stranger than those that concern 
the Memphis, El Paso & Pacific rnU- 
rond, n 40-mile line operated between 
Marshall, Tex., and Shreveport, La., 
during the Civil war. 
The owner was John Higginson. He 
had many titles: chairm an of the 
board, president, vice president, sa 
perintenriont. trainmaster, roadtnaster, 
freight and passenger agent, fireman, 
conductor and master mechanic. The 
motive power was of the best in those 
days, and consisted of several yoke of 
oxen, commonly known as “hay burn­ 
ers.” 
The oxen were, it is said, gen­ 
erally on time. 
Mr. lliggiuson /an his train on a tri­ 
weekly schedule. 
When he had gath­ 
ered up a “cargo” and everything was 
ready for the trip he loaded the oxen 
into the first box car in the train. 
In 
the next car he had put the freight and 
the passengers, and in the third he 
himself rode. 
The cars started down 
the steep grade out of Marshall and, 
after they had rolled as far as they 
would Mr. Hlgglnson set the brakes 
and proceeded to unload the oxen and 
hitch them to the coupling of the car. 
Then la* released the brakes and start­ 
ed the train up the grade. At the top 
the oxen were again loaded into their 
ear and another start w as made down­ 
hill. 
By repeating this operation sev­ 
eral times Mr. Higginsou and lus train 
would Unruly reach Shreveport. 
T*ne passenger rate was 25 cents a 
person. 
Freight charges were any­ 
thing the owner of the line could get. 
Since there was no competition, Mr. 
Hlgglnson made money. 
All freight 
was marked “red ball” and handled 
as soon as received. 
This, however, was not the first 
“hay-burning” railway in the United 
States. Most of the early lines made 
use of animals. The Baltimore & Ohio 
at one time employed horses to haul 
freight and passenger trains over the 
first 15 miles of track constructed.— 
Youth’s Companion.
